WASHINGTON, April 7— 
Unemployment in March de- 
clined by 387,000 to a national 
total of 4,362,000. Employment 
went up 1,106,000 to 63,828,000, 
the Government reported to- | 
day, 

Seymour Wolfbein, chief of 
the Labor Department’s man- 
power and é¢mployment sta- 
tistics office, said the unem- 
ployment reduction “was about 
double the expected drop for 
this time of year and one of 
the heartening things about it 
is that practically all of it is in 
the prime labor force, meaning 
men 25 years old and over.” 

Today's unemployment fig- 
ures made the seasonally ad- 
justed ratio of joblessness to 
the total work force 5.8 per 
cent in March, compared with 
6.1 per cent the previous 
month. 

The unemployment statistics 
were announced at a press 
conference conducted by welt. | 
bein, which followed 24 hours 
of statement. by President 
Eisenhower, Secretary of La- 
bor James P. Mitchell and Sec- 
retary of Commerce Lewis L. 
Strauss that March would show | 
significant improvement in the 
unemployment picture. 

On Eve of Union Rally. 

The. statistics, ammounced | 
with obvious gratification by 
the Administration, came out 
on the eve of a mass meeting 
of more than 5000 wnionists 
here tomorrow under auspices 
of the AFL-CIO. The rally

Meany’s Comment. 

Shortly after the Govern- 
ment report was made public, 
AFL-CIO President George 
Meany issued the following 
statement: 

“Despite the ballyhoo that 
accompanied today’s announce- 
ment of unemployment figures, 
the hard fact remains that un- 
enployment in March was 
higher than in any other 
March since the end of World 
War II, except a year ago when 
we were in the depths of the 
recession. 

“The drop in unemployment 
was mostly seasonal. There is 
no appreciable improvement in 
the over-all picture. Certainly, 
well - staged propaganda ,an- 
nouncements will not solve the 
problem or bring relief to 
4,360,000 unemployed workers 
and their families. 

“Unemployment is a problem 
of people — men, women and 
children, rather than a mere 
statistic. That is a fact that 
we intend to make clear to- 
morrow at the AFL-CIO un- 
employment conference.” 

Compared with March last 
year, unemployment is down 
by 836,000 and employment is, 
up 1,517,000, but the number 
of unemployed still is about

ulb for almost 12 hours. 
Project scientists had predict- 
ed modestly that it would light 
the bulk for a few minutes. 

The device used in the ex- 
periment, a plasma thermo- 
couple, differs somewhat from 
an earlier device which was 
announced last January from 
the White House. 

The Los Alamos device pre- 
sumably would be capable of 
development for heavy service 
while the .earlier device was 
an atomic generator designed 
to produce power for instru- 
ments in satellites. 

The achievement was the re- 


sult of an experiment in which 
the plasma thermocouple was 
placed in the core of a hetero- 
genous research reactor, lab- 
oratory officials said. 

A thermocouple is a means 
of producing electricity by 
bringing two different metals 
into contact, then cooling one 
metal and heating the other. 

The Los Alamos thermocou- 
ple is the result of a laboratory 
experiment which substituted 
‘ionized cesium gas (the plas- 
ma) for one of the metallic ele- 
ments. The other metallic ele- 
ment is enriched uranium. 

The device bypasses the in- 
termediate step performed by 
steam turbines in the present 
conversion of nuclear power to 
electricity. It also represents a 
saving in weight, bulk and com- 
plexity over the turbine-gener- 
ated electricity.

RUSHES TO AID OF 
INJURED RUSSIAN 


WASHINGTON, April 7 
(UPI)}—The Coast Guard cut- 
ter Storis today was speeding 
through heavy seas to the aid 
of a seriously-injured Russian 
seaman on a Soviet fishing ves- 
sel in the Bering sea. 

The Storis was expected to 
make contact today with the 
refrigerator ship Pischavaya 
Industriya about 100 miles 
north of Dutch Harbor in the 
Aleutians. 

The cutter was ordered from 
Akun bay to give whatever aid 
it could until the man could 
be treated by a physician be- 
ing flown to Dutch Harbor by 
Coast Guard aircraft. Later the 
Russian was to be flown to 
Kodiak, Alaska, for treatment. 
The rescue mission was 
worked out last night by the 
State Department, which got a 
request for help from the Rus- 
sian embassy in Washington.

They will go to 
Langley Research Center, 
Hampton, Va., “in the early fu- 
ture” for something new under 
the sun— “training as astro- 
nauts.” 

The National Aeronauti¢s and 
Space Administration originally 
planned a 12-man team but re- 
duced the number to assure 
more complete participation by 
each member in all phases of 
the project. 

NASA had intended to screen

for the man in space program,

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MISSOURI HOUSE 
VOTES STUDY OF 
POWER PROBLEM 
AT INSTITUTIONS 


Resolution Goes to 
Senate — Joint Com- 
mittee Set Up to Ex- 
amine State’s Tax 
Structure.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 7— 
A resolution establishing a 10- 
member joint legislative com- 
mittee to study the problem of 
power and heating at all state 
institutions was adopted unani- 
mously today by the House. It 
was then sent to the Senate 
for consideration. 

Representative F. E. Robin- 
son (Dem.), Edina, introduced 
the resolution. He had served 
as chairman of a special sub- 
committee of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, which 
studied a request by the Uni- 
versity of Missouri for an ap- 
propriation of $750,000 for an 
addition to the university’s 
power plant in Columbia. 

In speaking for the resolu- 
tion, Robinson said the sub- 
committee had recommended 
granting the power plant re- 
quest and the full committee 
had adopted that recommenda- 
tion. Gov. James T. Blair, how- 
ever, did not approve the 
appropriation in his budget 
proposal, 

A special House committee 
investigated recently the 
awarding of a contract to the 
Missouri Power & Light Co. to 
supply power to the Fulton 
State Hospital. 

Tax Study. 

Another resolution was 
unanimously adopted in the 
House today. It creates a 10- 
member Senate-House commit- 
tee to study Missouri’s e 
ing tax structure with a view 
toward determining whether 
all taxes due under existing 
laws are being collected. 

Representative Thomas Gra- 
ham (Dem.), Jefferson City, 
who offered the resolution, 
said until the state “makes a 
comprehensive study to assure 
ourselves there are no loop- 
holes in the present tax struc- 
ture, I am opposed to any in- 
creases in state taxes.” 

Another resolution estab- 
lishes a joint committee of 
eight to study the possibility 
of consolidating the .15 state 
licensing boards. After this 
was adopted, Majority Floor 
Leader Warren E. Hearnes, 
(Dem.) Charleston, struck from 
the House calendar a bill which 
would have consolidated the 
boards. 

Tentative approval was given 

by the House to two small-loan 
bills after one was amended to 
cut the proposed higher inter- 
est rates back to those now pre- 
vailing. 
One bill would increase the 
maximum amount of small 
loans from the present $400 to 
$500. As originally drawn, the 
bill would have boosted the 
amount of prepaid interest on 
such loans from $15 to $16. It 
also would have raised the 
monthly interest rate on loans 
in excess of $500 from the 
present 2.18 to 2.36 per cent. 

A companion bill provides a 
method by which additional in- 
terest can be charged if a bor- 
rower of less than $500 defaults 
on his payments. 

Another bill given tentative 
approval would permit counties 
to levy a tax of up to 20 cents 
on each $100 of assessed valua- 
tion for support of agricultural 
extension services. 


Grain Terminals. 


At a hearing last night, a 
House Committee was urged 
to amend the Senate-approved 
bi-state agency bill to elimi- 
nate the agency’s authority to 
construct terminal grain stor- 
age elevators. 


The request was made by 
representatives of St. Louis 
grain elevator firms, who told 
the House Industrial Develop- 
ment Committee they are 
strongly opposed to permitting 
bi-state to compete with them 
on a tax-exempt basis. They 
added, however, that the op- 
erators are “heartily in accord” 
with the other purposes of the 
legislation. 

One of the spokesmen, Don- 
ald Kletisch, said privately- 
owned elevator firms are meet- 
ing grain storage needs in the 
St. Louis metropolitan area, and 
contend there is no justification 
for bi-state entering this field. 

Existing Capacity 

He reported exisiting grain 
elevators in the St. Louis area, 
on both the Missouri and Ili- 
nois side of the Mississippi 
River, have an aggregate stor- 
age capacity of 31,500,000 bush- 


els, including 17,000,000 added |

electricity — that is the direct 
conversion of heat into elec- 
tricity. 

In the development. § an- 
nounced in January, a radio- 
active material called polonium 
210 was used as the heat 
source. In the new device the 
thermocouple consists of two 
mechanical components, one 
deficient in electrons and the 
other with a surplus. A flow 
of electricity is induced as a 
result of the initial heat fur- 
nished by the radioactive ma- 
terial. 

In the new development an 
atomic reaction is used as the 
ultimate source of heat. That 
is, neutrons or atomic rays 
from a reactor produce fission 
in uranium which constitutes 
one part of the thermocouple 
in the new device. The cooling 
of the cesium gas in the other 
part of the the.mocouple re- 
sults in a flow of electrons 
from one side of the thermo- 
couple to the other, thereby 
producing an electric current. 
In the new device the cesium 
gas is substituted for one of the 
metallic parts used in the gen- 
erator announced last January. 

The experimental plasma 
thermocouple resembled an 
empty frozen fruit juice can. 
The source of power was a rod 
of enriched uranium about one- 
fourth inch in diameter and 
about three-fourths inch long. 

The rod was suspended in 
the center of the cell and sur- 
rounded by cesium gas. When 
the assembly was lowered into 
the core of the reactor the neu- 
tron flow activated uranium 
fission heating in the center 
of the can while the flow of 
the reactor coolant around the 
outside of the can dropped the 
temperature of the cesium 
plasma. 

Laboratory officials said the 
implications of the experiment 
in future atomic energy devel- 
opments were enormous, as are 
the uses of the thermocouple 
in ‘the field of nuclear propul- 
sion in both submarines and 
space travels. 

In Washington, an Atomic 
Energy Commission technician 
said the new technique at its 
present stage of development 
is ‘“‘more of an oddity than a 
breakthrough.” 

He said he believes it will 
have “no economic significance 
until more is provéd out and 
demonstrated.” +

The average strontium - 90 
intake through consumption of 
dairy and cereal foods in the 
St. Louis area ranges from 7 to 
more than 14 per cent of the 
level regarded as “safe,” Dr. 
H. T. Blumenthal, director of 
the Institute of Experimental 
Pathology at Jewish Hospital, 
estimated today. 


Writing in the publication, 
Nuclear Information, Dr. Blu- 
menthal warned against draw- 
ing broad conclusions from 
limitéd information now avail- 
able. 

He said, however, that the 
strontium-90 estimate was 
“conservative,” adding a warn- 
ing against “being lulled into 
a false sense of security by 
statements tending to minimize 
the problem.” 

“The strontium-90 content of 
food can be expected to rise 
two or three times the 1958 
level in the next 10 to 15 
years,” he said. He pointed 
out that it is not known what 
portion of strontium-90 in food 
is taken up by the body. “It 
may be as little as half or as 
much as all,” he observed. 

Three-Year Wheat Survey. 

Dr. Blumenthal based his 
estimate of strontium-90 in 


cereal foods on results of a | 
three-year wheat survey by Dr.. 


Maurice Visscher, head of the 
physiology department at the 
University of Minnesota School 
of Medicine, and on strontium- 
90 report by the Health and 
Safety Laboratory of the New 
York Operations Office of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
Dr. Visscher set the maxi- 


mum permissible level of stron- | 
tium-90 in food at 100 units.

Neighbors quoted Mrs. Kraus 
as saying she arrived home 
from work and was met by her 
a husband, who 
said: 

“Our worries are over. The 
children are dead.” 

Then he hit her, grabbed her 
by the throat and tried to 
| strangle her. She broke free 
‘and ran to a home across the 
street, in a neighborhood of 
_modest homes. 
| “My husband says he’s killed 
the children,” she sobbed, and 
asked neighbors to call her 
relatives. 

“Do you think he would kill 
my children?” she asked again 
and again. 

Her children were handsome, 
bright youngsters. The two 
youngest were choir boys in 
a Roman Catholic church. 

As the small group gazed at 
the Kraus home, flames burst 
from the dwelling 

Firemen, moving in on what 
they thought was a routine call, 
saw one child’s body in the 
basement, another in a first- 
floor bedroom and two other 
bodies in the second-floor | 
apartment of Miss Kraus. | 

The house had been in the 
Kraus family for years. Kraus 
himself was born there. 

In the last year, Kraus had | 
been in a veterans hospital for |

A N IMPORTANT FACTOR in the accumulation of. costly and 
nomie problem has been sought in an atmosphere domi- 


nated by politics. 


This hag been especially true since the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration took over in 1953. The reason is that the Republicans 
promised to save the farmer from regimentation while preserv- 
ing his assurance of fair prices, and to solve the problem of 
surpluses, just about the time many factors were combining to 
make the situation worse than ever and a solution fantastically 


difficult. 

For many years farmers have 
had more skilled and effective 
partisans in Congress than any 
other segment of the economy. 
Some $4,389,000,000 was spent 
on agricultural services in fis- 
cal 1958, the third largest sum 
in the budget. Politics has be- 
come increasingly a part of 
the picture because surpluses 
and subsidies are a matter of 
daily public controversy, be- 
cause farm policy affects city 
food prices and, hence, organ- 
izations of consumers, and be- 
cause of a basic change in the 
nature of agriculture. 

Big Business Now. 


An agricultural collapse to- 
day would have much greater 
impact than in 1929. In those 
days, a farmer had his mule 
and his plow to turn to, and 
the townfolks were not as de- 
penderit on his patronage. To- 
day the farmer is a 40-billion- 
dollar annual customer for 
industry, buying machinery, 
petroleum products, tires, 
trucks and automobiles, elec- 
trical supplies and a long list 
of items his grandfather never 
considered. That accounts for 
labor’s interest in farm prob- 
lems, and also for the interest 
of the city merchant dependent 
on farm trade. 

In a speech two weeks ago 
at. Cornell University, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Bénson,. his head bloody but 
un ea by six years of polit- 
ical buffeting, decried the in- 
fluence of politics on agricul- 
ture’ He termea it “the most 
baffling, and perhaps unfortu- 
nately the most powerful fac- 
tor,’ in the farm “formula.”

Still Debating 
Berlin Status

HE North Atlantie for- 
eign ministers have left 
the capital but the inter- 
national lawyers are still argu- 
ing about the: legal status of 
Berlin. 

Moscow contends that while 
the United States, Britain and 
France have certain legal oc- 
cupation rights in Berlin, con- 
ditions have changed so radi- 
cally since the end of the war 
that the original occupation 
agreement is no longer appli- 
cable. 

The United States rejects 
this contention on the ground 
that, while there have been 
substantial changes in Ger- 
many, Moscow cannot by itself 
alter the occupation agreement 
unless the other occupying 
powers—the United States, 
Britain and France—agree on 
some new arrangement. 

It is Washington’s contention 
that the Western powers are 
in Berlin by “right of con- 
quest” and by virtue of the 
occupation agreement signed 
by Moscow. Therefore, this 
Government does not propose 
to abandon its “rights of con- 
quest” unless there is a coun- 
ter concession by Moscow, such 
as substantial progress toward 
the reunification of a free and 
sovereign Germany.

Agricultural- 
ists report a growing realiza- 
tion of the difficulty of cover- 
ing six diverse crops with one 
program. 

King Cotton now competes 
with man-made synthetic fi- 
bers: industry has been moving 
out of the East and into the 
South. Political power has 
been moving West. Tebaceo is 
neither a food nor a fiber and 
is heavily taxed for revenue. 
The interests of consumers, 
handlers, processors, manufac- 
turers of machinery and fertili- 
zers and marketers have risen 
in importance. 

Arizona and California now 
compete with the South as cot- 
ton-growing areas; new rice 
growers in the western states 
are impatient with laws ap- 
plicable to Arkansas and Louis- 
iana; wheat growing has spread 
from the western states to areas 
in all parts of the country. 

Congressmen, whether at 
home or in the capital, are 
never far removed from farm 
pressures. The American Farm 
Bureau Federation, the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Union and the 
National Grange have Washing- 
ton offices. These three major 
farm groups, with 15 other 
agricultural organizations, re- 
ported spending $279,685 for 
lobbying activities last year. 

A view often but not uni- 
versally held is that the farm 
program did not become a sub- 
ject of real political contro- 
versy until the late 1940s. 
This was the era of the Bran- 
nan plan and the arguments

In his campaign, Stevenson 
warned the farmers they “had 
better be careful on election 
day” if they wanted to preserve 
the farm programs developed 
over the previous 20 years. He 
ticked off Republican votes in 
the House against New Deal 
and Fair Deal programs to 
show that Republicans “have 
been voting against change for 
20 years.” 

In their 1956 platform, Dem- | 
ocrats condemned “the defeatist 
attitude” of the Eisenhower 
Administration, its fear of 
abundance, its lack of initiative 
and its dismal failure to secure 
for the farmer his traditional 
share of the world market.” 

The platform was full of spe- 
cific denunciations of Repub- 
lican actions after 1952. It 
noted that in that time farm 
income fell by $1,000,000,000 a 
year and that the parity ratio 
dropped from 100 per cent and 
more during the last Democratic 
decade to as low as 80 per cent 
under Mr. Eisenhower.

There are 22 submarines, nearly 
all of them of Soviet design, 
in operation or under construc- 
tion in Communist China. 

Long-Range Cruises. 

Long-range operations 
essential to training. Soviet 
submarine cruises far from 
Russian waters have aroused 
much interest in the United 
States. Some contacts, identi- 
fied by the Navy as “possible” 
or “probable” Soviet subma- 
rines, have been made within 
short-range missile firing dis- 
tance of the United States 
coast, though never within 
United States waters. 

Little is known about the 
state of training or the effi- 
ciency of Soviet submarine 
crews, but they are believed to 
be the pick of the Russian 
navy.

Twice in Danger 


Attorney General Rogers did well in for- 
bidding the 94 United States district attorneys 
to bring to trial without his personal per- 
mission any person already tried for the same 
offense in a state court. In view of the an- 
cient legal principle that a man shall not be 
twice put in jeopardy for the same crime, 
there would seem to be no need for such an 
order. But the Supreme Court last week 
handed down two decisions, each by a nar- 
row margin, which have the effect of severely 
limiting the protections of the Bill of Rights, 
against double jeopardy. * 

The more shocking case resulted from the 
conviction of an accused bank robber in an 
Illinois court after he had been cleared of the 
same charge in federal court. As Justice 
Brennan pointed out in his dissent, the fed- 
eral authorities were so chagrined by the 
acquittal that they “solicited the state in- 
dictment, arranged to assure the attendance 
of key witnesses, unearthed additional evi- 
dence .. . and in general prepared and guid- 
ed the state ution.” The state’s attor- 
ney co in court “that the federal of- 
ficers did instigate and guide this state 
prosecution” and “actually pre the 
case.” While acknowledging the desirability 
of co-operation between federal and state au- 
thorities against crime, Justice Brennan held 
that “this state trial was in actuality a second 
federal prosecution.” Chief Justice Warren 
and Justice Dougles agreed with him. Jus- 
tice Black dissented, separately. 


Justice Frankfurter, speaking for the ma- 
jority, again used his argument that the Bill 
of Rights is not automatically binding‘on the 
states. He held that an American actually is 
a citizen both of the United States and of his 
own state, that both “sovereigns” may forbid 
the same crime and that both may punish it. 
He cited Chief Justice Taney, Justice Grier, 
Justice Holmes, more than 20 Supreme Court 
decisions and even more state decisions to 
maintain that this has been the accepted law 
for more than a century. In this he had the 
support of Justices Clark, Harlan, Whittaker 
and Stewart. 


But Justice Black argued — and the Chief 
Justice and Justice Douglas agreed — that 
while these cases recognized federal and 
state laws in the same field, most of them 
did not go so far as to sanction two trials for 
the same offense. He cited Taney’s declara- 
tion that “in all civilized countries it is rec- 
ognized as a fundamental principle of justice 
that a man ought not to be punished twice 
for the same offense.” He said: 


“The legal logic used to prove one thing to 
be two is too subtle for me to grasp. I am 
also not convinced that a State and the Na- 
tion can be considered two separate sovereign- 
ties for the of allowing them to ‘do 
pe a) what, generally, neither can do sep- 
arately.” 


The dissenters clearly seem to have the 
better of the argument. The double jeopardy 
rule was intended to protect the citizen 
against the harassment of repeated trials. 
This harasSment is as onerous if inflicted by 
a State and the Federal Government in com- 
bination as if inflicted by the one or the 
other alone. The suffering of the citizen is 
the same. That is why we believe these de- 
cisions should not long stand. 


Television High Spot 


Television’s wide range of talents was most 
effectively displayed Sunday afternoon when 
the story of the making of that excellent 
play, “Sunrise at Campobello,” came over 
NBC’s “Kaleidoscope,” with Charles Van 
Doren as narrator. Dramatist Dore Schary 
was there to tell how the play about Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s fight and triumph over polio 
was concéived, written and brought into be- 
ing. Arthur M. Schlesinger Jr., Harvard his- 
torian and Roosevelt biographer, and Herman 
Kahn, curator of the library at Hyde Park, 
described the contributions of scholarship. 


One footnote to political history was writ- 
ten by the co-producer, Lawrence Langner of 
the Theater Guild, who revealed how hard it 
was to get financial backing. Republicans 
with money did not want to back a play that 
might help the Democrats.

Who’s Quixotic Now? 


Texas Young Democrats in convention as- 
sembled have criticized the senior Senator 
from Texas, Lyndon B. Johnson, the Senate 
majority leader. They say he has ignored 
“some of the platform of the national Demo- 
cratic party” and “is not offering true Demo- 
cratic leadership.” These are precisely the 
arguments Senator Proxmire of Wisconsin 
has been making in the Senate in a series of 
statesmanlike speeches which go to the heart 
of the parliamentary process. Senator John- 
son treated the criticism as quixotic when it 
came from Senator Proxmire. How realistic 
does he regard it as being now that it comes 
from the young leaders of his own electorate? 


Interference From Jefferson City 


The Missouri House ought to squelch ef- 
forts to limit the work week of firemen in 
cities over 5000 to 56 hours by legislative en- 
actment. Since the measure also would ap: 
ply to charter cities like St. Louis, University 
City, Clayton, Webster Groves and Ferguson, 
among others, in effect it is a violation of the 
spirit of the Missouri Constitution’s home rule 
provisions. 

Promoted by the firefighter’s union, the bill 
has been recommended for passage by State 
Representative John M. Lavin’s committee on 
governmental organization. It is an effort to 
do by state legislation what the firemen un- 
successfully sought to do by Charter amend- 
ment last November. The objection to the 
legislation is the same as to the Charter 
amendment — that it irresponsibly creates a 
heavy financial obligation while evading the 
issue of how to meet the obligation. 

St. Louis has just ended a fiscal year with 
an operating deficit of almost $3,000,000. If 
the firefighters’ proposal passes, the city 
eventually would have to hire about 213 ad- 
ditional firemen at a cost of about $1,306,000 
a year. Where will the money come from? 

Neither a statute nor a Charter amend- 
ment is necessary to reduce the work week 
of St. Louis firemen. The Mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen can do it through the 
normal municipal processes provided they 
ean find the money to finance it. Mayor 
Tucker is on record as saying a reduced work 
week will be considered by the Board of Es- 
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d get all it to

district had the same ability to support p 
lic education.

An 
incentive formula may be desirable. But 
surely it ought to embrace valuations per 
pupil as well as tax rates per pupil if it is to 
be fair and realistic. 

This difficulty with the schoolmen’s bill 
represents one of the principal reasons why 
State Representative F. Neil Aschemeyer, Oli- 
vette Democrat, declined to handle it for 
them and why he has drafted his own substi- 
tute for the cigarette tax proposal. 

Under the Aschemeyer plan, every district 
that levied $1, the minimum for participation 
in the state aid program would be guaran- 
teed $300 per pupil from a fund accumulated 
by a 50-cent county-wide property tax. A 
district that wanted to provide more on its 
own would be perfectly free to do so, 

The merit to the Aschemeyer bill is that 
it comes closer to meeting the county's basic 
need, as recommended by the Metropolitan 
St. Louis Survey and as described in the 
Shepherd bill. 

Unfortunately, with the schoolmen split as 
they are, no bill is likely to get very far. The 
matter is in the hands of a rural-dominated 
House committee that probably wonders why 
the county doesn’t take advantage of the 
consolidation statutes to realize tax equity 
through that method. 
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More Required Work at M.U. 


Most students entering the University of 
Missouri this fall will be required to take 
half again af many sciefce courses as were 
required heretofore, according to Dean W. 
Francis English of the college of liberal arts. 
There also will be a stiffening of require- 
ments in mathematics, languages, social 
Sciences and humanities. 

The whiversity also will give entering 


‘students advanced standing in certain fields 


if they can pass examinationg which show 
that they already have mastered the knowl- 
edge which college courses are supposed to 
impart. Dean English points out that this 
will enable some to complete their under- 
graduate work in three years. 

Both provisions should enhance the value 
of a University of Missouri diploma. They 
could also be preliminary to stiffer entrance 
requirements and a general elevation of the 
intellectual tone of the university. The state 
laws authorize the state’s colleges to estab- 
lish suitable educational standards. The tax- 
payers who foot the bill have the right to 
demand serious work and significant accom- 
plishments. 


Nehru’s Delicate Problem 

Prime Minister Nehru deserves the deepest 
sympathy as he goes about the delicate and 
all-important task of maintaining peaceful 
relations with Red China while at the same 
time granting asylum to-Tibet’s Dalai Lama. 

If Western nations feel impatient with 
Nehru’s circumspect behavior there are two 
points to be remembered: First, the power- 
ful Red Army, which has all but wiped out 
resistance in Tibet, is now perched on the 
back door to India. Second, in allowing the 
Tibetan god-king to enter India instead of 
stopping him at the frontier, Nehru has con- 
centrated a reservoir of moral power beyond 
the present reach of a worried and angry 
Peiping. So, while it would be the utmost 
folly to allow the setting up of anything like 
a government in exile, India is able to give 
the Tibetan affair a new turn that promises 
a moral setback for Peiping. 

Already Nehru has administered a stinging 
rebuke to the Indian Communist party for 
its charges that the Tibetan revolt was the 
work of a sinister spy ring based on Indian 
soil. Assailing the party leaders as “up- 
rooted men” who had forfeited their claim 
to speak for their countrymen, he said the 
Indian Communist party showed “a lack of 
balance in mind and a total absence of feel- 
ings of decency and nationality.” This 
straightforwartd language must have been as 
impressive in the uncommitted countries such 
as Indonesia, Burma and Cambodia as it was 
painful in Peiping. 

Nehru now is noncommittal as to whether 
the Dalai Lama will be allowed to tell his 
full story. Here is a decision he cannot long 
delay. Press comment in his own country 
as well as in other Asian countries may in- 
fluence Nehru in making up his mind. 

The India Times reports “a new critical 
awareness of China throughout the land.” In- 
donesia’s independent Merdeka says: “When 
Indians who are on such friendly terms with 
Communist China have reacted in such an 
adverse way, one can imagine the reactions 
of other nations.”

Between Book Ends The Final Trust 


DEMOCRACY AND THE CHAL- 
LENGE OF POWER, by David Spits. 
(Columbia University Press, 240 
pgs., $5.) 


Normally we think of dictatorship 
as the obvious form of. tyrannical 
government, but in fact all types of 
government including democracy are 
oppressive in varying degrees. How 
our democratic system deals with 
Oppressive tendencies is the subject 
of “Democracy and the Challenge of 
Power,” written by political theorist 
David Spitz who is a professor at 
Ohio State University. 

The theme pursued by Dr. Spitz 
is that democracy faces not a single 
power challenge which would threat- 
en tyranny over some of the citizens, 
but rather mafhy power challenges 
in which different groups at differ- 
ent times seek to curtail the rights 
of other citizens. Democfacy can 
control such abuses, argues Spitz, 
by checking each one as it appears, 
not with new governmental appara- 
tus or different bureaucratic tech- 
niques, but by the people themselves. 


“Consequently, the final , . . trust 
remains a trust in the wisdom 


and in the intrinsic sense of decency 
of a people. If they are motivated 


by good will and guided by reason, 
they can, haps, work out piece- 
meal solutions to each of the prob- 
lems of pressive power as these 
manifest themselves.” 

Other political scientists will ap- 
preciate the theoretical constructions 
devised by Spitz to develop his 
theme. 

It is hoped, however, that some 
may disagree with the author's 
choice of examples of the abuse of 
power. He selects our national treat- 
ment of Negroes and of Communists 
as pre-e t illustrations of per- 
secutions which should not be per- 
mitted.

German Reunification Impossible 


+ (This is the second of four reports on the Berlin situa 
tion.) 

N YESTERDAY'S ARTICLE I SAID that the present Ger- 

man crisis centers upon the fact that the reunification of the 

two Germanys is now recognized as impossible within the 


foreseeable future. 


This is the hub from which, like the 


spokes on a wheel, radiate all the current German problems, 


including the future of Berlin. 


Until last November, when 
the Soviet Union precipitated 
the present crisis, it was the

It is only since 
November of last year that Rus- 
sia has openly and explicitly 
announced that its policy is to 
have two German states. We 
would underestimate the weight 
and impact of the Russian ac- 
tion if we treated it as a mere 
example of Mr. Khrushchev’s 
impulsiveness or a case’ of 
bluff. 


Investment in E. Germany. 


Nor is it correct, so it seems 
to mé, to regard as the main 
reason for the Russian action 
such incidental and subsidiary 
factors as the contrast between 
the brightness of West Berlin 
and the drabness of East Ber- 
lin, or the embarrassment of 
the refugee movement to the 
West, or even the irritation 
caused by Western ptopaganda 
and subversive agencies operat- 
ing from West Berlin. The 
Soviet Union has lived for 
years with these things, and the 
Soviet Union could go on living 
with them. 

East Berlin is primarily a 
working class district and the 
standard of life has always 
been notably more drab than 
in West Berlin, which has al- 
ways had a large middle class 
and many rich people.

It is not merely that Hitler’s 
war is still a living memery in 
Europe,:and that the fear of a

They 
occurred after the summit 
meeting at Geneva in 1955— 
when the Soviets still spoke of 
reunification. Almost surely 
the uprisings convinced the 
Kremlin that unless they held 
tightly to East Germany, which 
is like the cork in the bottle, 
the whole satellite orbit would 
liquidate itself. 


Not Wanted in Europe. 

Parallel with this develop- 
ment in the East, there have 
been developments in the West 
which point to the same end— 
the continuing division of Ger- 
many. One of these is what is 
called the movement “to make 
Europe” — which means the 
movement to integrate econom- 
ically, and eventually political- 
ly, the West Germans within 
Western Europe. 

This movement has great 
economic vitality on the Con- 
tinent. And there is reason to 
think that on the political side 
it is for many in the younger 
generation the one most attrac- 
tive ideal that has been offered 
to them. 

But in this West European 
community there is no com- 
fortable place for the East 
German state. which would be 
very left wing if not Commu- 
nist. It is no accident, but 
quite logical, that the leaders 
of the European movement are 
not enthusiastic for German 
reunification. In their hearts 
they are in fact opposed to it. 

And then there is NATO. 
Its strategical structure rests 
on the deployment of the Al- 
lied armies in Western Ger- 
many, and on their reinforce- 
ment by a West German army. 


New Solution Possible. 
There is really not any way 
by which this military struc- 
ture could be preserved in any 
conceivable form of a reunited 
Germany.

Gadgets to Take Guesswork Out 
Of Scoring in Winter Olympics 


—the winter sports at Lake 
Placid, N.Y., and the other 
competition at Los Angeles.

Squaw Valley, which had 
been mostly wild country with 
a sports lodge and ski lifts, is 
close to the Nevada border, 
about 45 miles from Reno and 
eix miles from Tahoe City, 
Calif.

An Analyst’s View. 


Last year’s Democratic land- 
slide is regarded as cularly 
indicative because 
candidates did not have a popu- 
lar President to help them win. 
This is the way it looked to 
Wayne Darrow, a former offi- 
cial of the old Agriculture Ad- 
justment Administration who 
now publishes a farm bulletin: 

“The elections demonstrated 
that agriculture, though a 
rather small minority group, 
still has political power in con- 
gressional races out of all pro- 
portion to numbers of farmers. 
This is most striking outside 
the ‘traditionally Democratic 
South.” 

Darrow worked out figures 
showing Republican and Demo- 
cratic gains and losses in ur- 
ban and farm districts in the 
last four congressional elec- 
tions. He counted as farm dis- 
tricts those with 20 per cent or 
more farm population in 1950. 

The figures showed that out- 
side the South Side Democrats 
won 19 farm districts and the 
Republicans 66 in 1952, and 
that in 10954 the Democrats 
won 24 and the Republicans 
61, in 1956 the Democrats won 
29 and the Republicans 56, and 
in 1958 the Democrats won 46 
and the Republicans 39. The 
Democrats made a similar but 
not quite as steady gain in 
urban areas.

breath they espouse the cause 
of the closed panel plans and 
in the next breath they admit 
that ‘America has reached its 
medica] greatness’ through pri- 
vate practice.” 

The resolution put the gen- 
eral practitioners on record as 
opposing those parts of the re- 
port “which would in any way 
compromise the free choice of 
a physician.” 

All delegates to the A.M.A. 
meeting are to be apprised of 
the Academy’s statement of 
policy before they act on the 
report in June. The report was 
drafted by a commission head-

of the A.M.A. board of trustees. 
It was submitted to the A.M.A. 
House of Delegates at its Min- 
neapolis meeting last Novem- 
ber, but action was deferred 
until the attitudes of state 
medical societiég and other 
groups could be ascertained. 

Following the action of the 
general practioners’ congress 
of delegates, Dr. Floyd C. Bratt 
of Rochester, N. Y., told re- 
porters this did not mean that 
the Academy members were “in 
conflict with the A.M.A.” 

Opposes Closed Panels. 

Dr. J. S. de Tar of Milan, 
Mich., who was chairman of 
the A.M.A. reference commit- 
tee on insurance and medical 
service at the Minneapolis 
meeting of the House of Dele- 
gates, said the academy was 
not opposed to group practice 
as such. He surmised, however, 
that a reading of the resolu- 
tion would force the conclusion 
that it opposes closed panels 
of doctors in such group prac- 
tice. 

Many doctors, he suggested, 
would not object to a closed 
panel, but would object when 
an employer said to a group of 
workers: “You must subscribe 
to this particular plan.” 

Dr. Bratt was asked to 
identify some of the “third 
party interests” referred to in 
the academy’s resolution op- 
posing closed panels. He said 
they varied so differently by 
states that it was difficult. 

Dr. De Tar said that the 
board of trustees of the A.M.A.., 
in advance of action by the 
House of Delegates in June, 
was seeking reactions on the 
medical care plans report not 
only from medical societies but 
from medical practice and in- 
surance groups such as the 
Kaiser plan in California and 
that of the mine workers. 

The Colorado Medical So- 
ciety had preceded the Acad- 
emy of General Practice in 
recording opposition to the re- 
port in whole or in part.

The editor of Godey’s Lady’s Book not only pio- 
neered today’s monumental women’s magazines: but 
did a soft and effective sell on women’s rights. And 
yet the best known of her works today is “Mary Had 


a Little Lamb.” 


This fascinating account of an in- 


domitable woman is told by another New Englander 
who has five books to his credit. This article is from 
“The Best From American Heritage.”

MENTION THE WORDS “women’s rights,” and the av- 
erage American recalls the grim-lipped, podium-pounding 
suffragette of the late nineteenth century. You cannot by 
the wildest stretch of the imagination conjure up an image 
of her reading “Mary Had a Little Lamb” to the young. 


And yet the lady who in- 
vented Mary in 1830 and saw 
her pass into folklore via Mc- 
Guffy’s Readers probably had 
more influence on women’s 
status than her noisier sisters. 
Her name was Sarah Josepha 
Hale, and as editor of Godey’s 
Lady’s Book for 40 years, she 
set a pattern for today’s wom- 
en’s magazines and deeply in- 
fluenced two generations of 
‘American wives and mothers in 
her own lifetime. 


A wholesome, soft-spoken 
mother of five children, she 
was the antithesis 
comic pe 
near the little village of New- 
port, N.H., in 1788. Schools 
for girls were almost unheard 
of in those days, and young 
Sarah received her early edu- 
cation from reading the Bible 
and the English classics; from 
the instruction of her mother, 
and later from an older broth- 
er who went to Dartmouth. On 
the strength of these attain- 
ments, she started a small pri- 
vate school when she was only 
18 and kept it for several 
years. Then, in 1811, David 
Hale, a young lawyer, opened 
an office in Newport, and two 
years later he and Sarah Buell 
were married. 


It was a happy marriage, and 
one which had a good deal to 
do with Mrs. Hale’s subse- 
quent career. Though new 
members of the family started 
putting in their appearance 
almost at once, their arrival 
did not extinguish the young 
housewife’s intellectual inter- 
ests. In the evenings she and 
her husband studied together, 
for regular two-hour periods, 
subjects like French, botany 
and geology. David Hale seems 
also to have encouraged his 
wife to write articles and 
stories for local newspapers. 


And then in 1822, suddenly 
David Hale died, a few days 
before the birth of their fifth 
child, leaving his widow with 
very little in the way of ma- 
terial resources. With the help 
of his Masonic friends, Sarah 
Hale and her sister-in-law tried 
the millinery business for a 
while, but her mind and heart 
weren't in it. She had written 
a few poems, and these,’ plus 
her first novel, “Northwood, a 
Tale of New England,” brought 
her to the attention of the Rev. 
John Lauris Blake, an Episco- 
pal clergyman in Boston who 
wanted to start a women’s 
magazine. He offered Mrs. 
Hale the editorship, and despite 
the warnings of her friends, 
she accepted. 

The warnings were based on 
hard economic facts. No one 
knew for certain how big the 
audience for a women’s maga- 
zine might be, and no one had 
succeeded in achieving the 
right editorial balance to keep 
that audience interested. 

Mrs. Hale thought she knew 
the combination. Her predeces- 
sors in the field had, accord- 
ing to a biographer, “dedicated 
themselves to fashion and 
pleasure and a gentle dalliance 
and frivolity that never tres- 
passed morally.” Mrs. Hale’s 
pages, by contrast, were to be 
“consecrated to duty and do- 
mesticity, and the preparation 
of woman for a ger and 
more serious sphere.” 

When in 1 she moved her 


‘family to Boston and entered 


upon the national stage as the 
editor of the Ladies’ Magazine,

She dressed conservatively but 
was always exquisitely groomed; 
she walked briskly and carried 
herself very erect, and this, 
in combination with the full, 
sweeping skirts of the day, 
made her a formidable figure. 


sades for which its editor 
soon became famous and 
which she never abandoned 
for the remainder of her 
long editorial career. Her 
principal campaign was for 
the education of women and 
their eventual acceptance in- 
to the teaching profession. 
But she embraced other 
causes which brought her 
equal fame. 


The first, conducted in 1833, 
more outside the columns of 
the Ladies’ Magazine than 
within them, was the founding 
of the Seaman’s Aid Society. 
Since a seaman’s family could 
not subsist on his monthly 
earnings of $10 to $18 (part of 
which he might squander for 
grog), many a wife toiled in a 
sweatshop for a wage of $1 or 
less a week making uniforms, 
which were then sold to her 
husband at inflated prices. 
Conceiving the idea of “the 
workbasket,” Mrs. Hale and 
her enthusiastic Boston coterie 
paid seamen’s wives much 
higher wages for uniforms they 
made and then sold them at 
cost to the sailors. The plan 
worked beautifully. 

Mrs. Hale’s next and totally 
different Boston crusade was 
the completion of the Bunker 
Hill Monument. Lafayette had 
laid the cornerstone in 1825. 

Ingeniously, Mrs. Hale set up 
a “committee of correspond- 
ence” composed of Boston so- 
ciety women (was this the fore- 
runner of the list of spon- 
sors?) and the Ladies’ Magazine 
became the first in the country 
to engage in a public fund- 
raising campaign. 

In 1840 (she was now editor of 
Godey’s but had not yet moved 
to Philadelphia) she crowned 
10 years of effort in’ behalf of 
the monument with a great ba- 
zaar for which her readers and 
the Seaman’s Aid Society, by 
then the largest women’s or- 
ganization in the country, had 
Pickled, canned, knitted and 
embroidered for months. 

“On the last night,” Rich- 
ardson Wright has written, 

when the final embroidered 
bertha had been sold, and 
the remaining hug-me-tight 
knocked down to the highest 
bidder, the treasurer announced 
that the bazaar had rolled up a 
$30,000 profit. The monument 
Was assured. Boston’s honor 
was saved.” Psychologically, 
the climate for women’s organ- 
izations and the advancement 
of women’s rights was a little 
fairer and warmer from that 
time on. 

Not so the prospects for the 
survival of the Ladies’ Maga- 
zine. Then as now, the staple 
of most periodicals aimed at 
women was news of feminine 
fashions. Mrs. Hale thought it 
unimportant, and though she 
was forced to comprumise to 
some extent, she did so reluc- 
tantly. Whether for that rea- 
son or because of the general 
financial troubles of- the mid- 
dle 1830s, the Ladies’ Magazine 
found itself in difficulty, and 
Mrs. Hale’s appeals failed to 
persuade her delinquent sub- 
scribers to pay their bills. 

Help arrived in the person 
of a plump, genial Philadel- 
phian named Louis Antonine 
Godey,.one of the authentic 
geniuses of American. publish- 
ing history. Since 1830 he had 
been putting out The dy’s

Sarah Hale Edited First Successful Women’s Magazine, Ancestor of All That Followed 
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The editor of Godey's Lady's Book took a dim view of fashions, but compromised 
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by printing these "Americanized" Paris gowns in the magazine. 


Under the enterprising 
Godey as publisher and 
Sarah Josepha Hale as edi- 
tor, Godey’s Lady’s Book, as 
it was soon called, was to 
gain, over the next 40 years, 
150,000 subscribers, an 
astounding totdl for a wom- 
en’s publication in the mid- 
dle 1800s. The Lady’s Baok 
was to become the alpha and 
omega of women’s rights, 
fashions, etiquette and cook- 
ery. However old-fashioned 
it may seem today, it was the 
first successful women’s 
magazine anc the direct an- 
cestor of all that have fol- 
lewed it. 


Mrs. Hale took over the ed- 
itor’s chair with two strong 
prejudices: she was opposed to 
“borrowing” material from 
other publications, and she still 
had little use for fashion plates. 
While great numbers of dreary 
stories (some of them her own) 
appeared under Mrs. Hale's 
editorship, it is not surprising 
to find also original contribu- 
tions by Hawthorne, Longfel- 
low, Poe, Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes and Harriet Beecher 
Stowe. 

If fashion was to be featured 
she determined to Americanize 
it, as she had the editorial con- 
tent. She employed every pos- 
sible device to do so. Isaac 
Singer’s ingenious new sewing 
machine was her ally in this 
cause, for it helped to keep 
fashion in the home and out 
of the hands of couturiers. The 
creaking of treadlies and the 
clacking of shuttles outlining 
designs suggested by the Lady’s 
Book were soon to be heard 
through every other open win- 
dow. 

It is doubtful if any maga- 
zine offered a “shopping serv- 
ice” before The Lady’s Book, 
which first did so 107 years 
ago. With a view to economy 
and taste, it volunteered to buy 
and ship to subscribers almost 
any article of clothing, includ- 
ing “lingerie,” a euphemism 
popularized by Mrs. Hale. This 
service must have been the 
forerunner of the mail-order 
catalogue. 

Mrs. Hale was sane, practi- 
cal, and above all, ingenious 
in her approach to women's 
rights. Since any concessions 
to women obviously had to be 
made by the men, who were 
not disposed to make conces- 
sions, she used not the ax nor 
firebrand, but the tools of 
psychology. 

What a vastly more interest- 
ing companion and “help-meet” 
a wife would make, she de- 
clared in her campaign for the 
education of girls and young 
women, if she were intelligent 
enough to talk sympathetically 
with her husband after a day’s 
work. 

Secarcely an issue of the 
Lady’s Book was published in 
which she did not have some- 
thing to say about education 
for women and in behalf of 
educated women in schools and 
colleges as teachers and pro- 
fessors. She warmly supported 
Emma Willard’s pioneer semi- 
nary in Troy, N. Y., helped 
Matthew Vassar to found his 
eollege, and fought for state- 
supported normal schools. 


During the 1840s she gave | 


Elizabeth Blackwell, the first 
woman in the United States to 
receive a degree in medicine, 
her most resolute, even mili- 
tant, support, In 1850 the Fe- 
male Medical Society of Phila- 
delphia, largely her creation, 
opened its doors. The follow- 
ing year she organized and 
= Me president of the Ladies’ 
Medical Missionary Society of 
Philadelphia. 


Meanwhile the persistent 
editor of Godey’s was ad- 
vocating women as clerks in 
department stores and as 


women do the harder indoor 
work of washing, ironing, 
scrubbing, cooking ... and 
men be employed to carry in 
the food and wait on tables? 
. « « Is such an arrangement 
just or good? Has not man 
intruded into woman’s sphere 
in this domestic service?” 


There were limits, however, 
to the kinds of campaigns Mrs. 
Hale embarked upon. Some she 
set herself, others were laid 


down by Louis Godey. With all 
her for women’s 
rights she never came out for 
women’s suffrage. It was also 
Lady’s Book policy, as estab- 
lished by Godey, to avoid the 
discussion of political and so- 
cial issues—wages and hours, 
slim conditions, etc. He was 
no reformer, and even slavery 
and the oncoming Civil War, 
the most pressing issues of the 
time, got scant notice in the 
magazine. 

Mrs. Hale must have prac- 
ticed what she preached about 
raising of children, for hers 
all distinguishéd themselves. 
Her youngest son, William, 
graduated second in his class 
at Harvard, became a lawyer 
in Virginia, and later gained 
fame as the negotiator for Tex- 
as in handling Spanish claims. 
Another son, Horatio, became 
a distinguished  philologist. 
David, her eldest son, the 
youngest in a class of 150 at 
West Point, died at 25 of ill- 
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ness while serving on the Ca- 
nadian border. She also fi- 
nanced her two daughters’ edu- | 
cation at Emma Willard’s sem- | 
inary in Troy. Sarah Josepha, 
the youngest, became a teach- | 
er and opened The Boarding 
and Day School for Young 
Ladies in Philadelphia. 

When Mrs. Hale died at 91 
she had given away all of her 
substantial earnings as an edi- 
tor and author, except $5000 
that Louis Godey had awarded 
her on the thirtieth anniver- 
sary of her editorship. Some- 
how she had found time to 
write some two dozen books, 
including the 900-page Wo- 
man’s Record, or Sketches of 
All Distinguished Women from 
‘The Beginning’ till A.D. 1850. 
Yet of all Mrs. Hale wrote, 
only “Mary Had a Little 
Lamb” is really known today.

THE THIRTY-FIRST AN- 
NUAL Academy of Motion Pic- 
ture Arts and Sciences awards 
in Hollywood last night had 
120 minutes to fill and, even 
with the aid of a legion of 
stars, could barely fill 105 of 
those minutes. 


As seeen' on NBC-TV, the 
1959 Oscar parade was just to® 
much, It had too much in the 
way of stars with avutning cw 
do but smile; too much in the 
way of static, head-on camera 
shots of the Oscar awarders 
that gave the show an unex- 
pected flatness and monotony, 
a lack of sparkle and life. - 

The cameras riveted on the 
emcees while, I'm sure, some 
dramatic facial expressions 
could have been picked up in 
the audience. I think this is 
show that should be filled wit 
suspense, humor, happiness 
sadness, excitement and drama, 
Instead, we got a tedious pro- 
cession of winner after winner, 
star after star.

Honored in Jerusalem 


LONDON, April 7. 

I WAS PARTICULARLY THRILLED when I was in 
Jerusalem recently to have two distinct honors conferred 
upon me. The first was at the Zionist university when I 
attended the dedication of the chair which the American 
Friends of the People of Israel] have named in my honor. 


And to see the new campus of the university by moon- 
light is very beautiful, for it stands on a hill overlooking 
the city, but in the daylight it is even more impressive. 


The hospital and the university of Mount 
Scopus have been lost to Israel and they are not 
even allowed to take the very great library which 
is a part of the old university and move it to the 
new one. But certainly both the university and the 
hospital are going to be even better equipped and 
more able to function well, and so the loss has 
some compensation. 


The morning ceremonies at the school lasted less than 
an hour and were very pleasant, and afterward the head of 
the university took us to see some of the Dead sea scrolls, 
which are on exhibition. We also saw an exhibition, which 
is not yet opened, of articles taken from an excavation that 
dates back to the days of Joshua. Every day one is in that 
ancient and historic land one is reminded of the Bible. 


From the university we went to the Youth 
Aliyah meeting and then to the youth center for 
handicapped children, which the Youth Aliyah has 
named in Mts. Chaim Weizmann’s honor. This cen- 
ter has two nice buildings, housing about 100 chil- 
dren, and they seemed to enjoy the ceremonies. 
Mrs. Weizmann was pleased with what will un- 
doubtedly be a new responsibility but also a new 
honor. 


Early in the afternoon we met for lunch at President 
and Mrs. Yitzhak Ben-Ziv’s house, where Charge d’Affairs 
and Mrs. Baxter also joined us. 

After lunch we drove from Jerusalem to Tel Aviv, 
stopping on the way to see the Canadian hydrotherapy de- 
partment which was donated to a hospital for post-polio 
treatment. This was my second honor. 

Nothing could be finer than the equipment there, and 
I know.that any child who has polio in Israel can get the 
best care in the world without leaving the country.

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Two Big Discoveries of IGY 


What i is the shape of the earth? Until Vanguard | was launched, scientists visualized the 
earth as being an oblate spheroid. An analysis of Vanguard's orbit, however, soppedtod the

IT WILL TAKE YEARS be- 
fore we can fully evaluate the 
scientific discoveries made dur- 
ing the International Geophys- 
ical Year. 

The I.G.Y. ended Dec. 31 but 
the period was so fruitful that 
research work is being con- 
tinued. 

From the standpoint of sci- 
entists there were two major 
developments. 

The first was the discovery 
that an intense band of cosmic 
radiation encircles the earth. 
The second was the discovery 
that the earth is not spherical 
but pear-shaped. 

Neither discovery could have 
resulted from _ scientific re- 
search confined to the earth. 
Both came because man had 
learned how to hurl rockets 
into space. 

The belt of radiation was 
found by the Army’s Explor- 
er satellites. They radioed 
information that at about 600 
miles above the earth an 
intense ray activity flour- 
ished, some 1000 times what 
was expected. The activity 
diminished slowly as _ the 
rocket sped upward to be- 
tween 20,000 and 40,000 
miles, where it finally re- 
turnéd to normal. 

We must learn more about 
this radiation belt before we 
can safely send a manned ve- 
hicle into space. Two other 
rockets have plunged through 
the belt since its discovery, but 
neither sent back definite in- 
formation. 

The second exciting discov- 
ery resembled a real-life de- 
tective story. 

Shortly after Vanguard I was 
launched March 17, 1958, it 
proceeded to move in an orbit 
which had not been foreseen. 
Changes in its predicted path 
sent scientists back to their 
calculating machines in a 


discovered the reason for the 
differences. Vanguard I was 
orbiting around an _ earth 
that is pear-shaped, with the 
main bulge south of the 
equator! 

Previously we visualized the 
earth as an oblate spheroid— 
that is, a ball flattened at both 
poles. The short diameter was 
through the poles with the 
equatorial diameter some 28 
miles greater. 

The new concept is this: take 
that same oblate spheroid and 
imagine that at the North Pole 
the surface is 50 feet higher 
than the old earth. AS we go 
from the North Pole to the 
Equator the earth seems to fall 
closer to the center than the 
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earth is pear-shaped. 


spheroid by 25 feet. Finally 
at the South Pole the true 
surface is 50 feet inside the 
spheroid. Add this all up and 
it amounts to the earth being 
pear-shaped. 

How did scientists discover 
this curious shape? 


In July 1958, Miss Ann Eck- 
els, a member of the NASA 
team studying Vanguard's path, 
discovered that the changes in 
the perigeal altitude (its closest 
approach to the earth) were 
contrary to what would take 
place if the earth were an 
oblate spheroid. 

If the earth were oblate, the 
perigee in the northern and 
southern hemisphere would 
have been the same. But the 
data disclosed that the perigee 
point was lower in the north- 
ern hemisphere than in the 
southern. 


This indicated the earth was 
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that the interior of the earth 


not symmetrical about the 


equator. 

The team that reviewed and 
interpreted the data was head- 
ed by Dr. John A. O'Keefe, 
one of this country’s ranking 
geophysicists. In addition to 

Miss Eckels, R.K. Squires con- 
tributed to the solution of the 
problem. 

On the basis of the new 
data, Dr. O’Keefe suggests 
that our concept of the earth’s 
interior may bear re-examina- 
tion. 


Most scientists believe the 
earth’s interior layers are 
plastic and will “give” un- 
der a weight as well as shat- 
ter when strained beyond 
the breaking point to give 
rise to earthquakes.
